Arrested With a Skeleton Key in 
His Pocket. 

Between 2 and 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning Frank Donaldson, 18 years ot 
age, applied foraroom at the Grand 
Central Hotel, and was assigned to 
room No. 29.

A BROKEN STRAND 


That Stopped a Cable Line Tem- 
porarily. 

A cable strand broke yesterday after- 
noon between 12 and 1 o’clock in the 
Plaza cable, and caused a break in the 
service from that time until late in the 
afternoon. Mr. Robinson happened 
to be in the power-house, at the corner 
of Seventh street and Grand avenue, 
at the time, and immediately ordered 
the horses out to handle the business 
during theinterim. The cable broke, 
as near as could be ascertained, at the 
Fort and Seventh-street curve. The 
break was detected at the moment it 
reached the power-house by the tell- 
tale,“ and at that instant the ma- 
chinery stopped. A number or work- 
men was set to work cutting out the 
broken strand and replacing a sound 
piece. The break was taken out for 
100 feet and a new piece put in reach- 
ing 150 feet in length. 

The sight of the piecing in tho 
power-house was notable. A large 
number of employés was detailed on 
the work, and they did not remain 
idle. The delicate task of putting in 
the new strand was tackled by the 
boys, and each turn in the cable was 
supplied with its portion of a new 
strand. This is the first break which 
the cable company has had since it 
started, barring the stoppage from the 
rain. A large number of spectators 
was around the power-house during 
the day. The Boyle Heights and Jef- 
ferson-street branches were in opera- 
tion all day. The cable over the 
Downey-avenue branch was running 


all day to accustom the cable to 15 
work. 


BnooxLxxN, Oct. 27.—[(Speciaily Re- 
ported for Tue Trwes.] The Rev. T.

Then we put up the building 
recently destroyed, and reared itin a 
time when the whole country was in 
its worst financial distress. It was 
these repeated disasters that left us in 
debt. My congregation have done 
magnificently,but any church would be 
in debt afterso many calamities. Now 
for the first time we are out of debt. 
But we need at least $100,000 to build 
a church large enough, and we call on 
— of all and all lands to 

elp. Before I help dedicate a new 
church we must have every dollar of it 
paid. I will never again be pastor = 
a church in debt. It has crippled 
in all our movements, and 7 shall 
never again wear the shackles. I have 
for the last 16 years preached to 
about 5000 people sitting * 
standing, twice a Sabbath but 
everybody knows that we need a place 
that Will old eight thousand. I shall 
not be surprised if some man of wealth 
shall say: Here are a hundred thou- 
sand dollars if you will put up a memo- 
rial structure and call it after the 
name of my departed father or child, 
whose memory I want put before all 


nations and for all time.“ And so it 
would be done. 

Dr. Talmage’s text was: God shall 
wipe away tears from their eyes — 
Rev. vil., 17. He said: 

Riding across a western rie,

Collect Taxes femi-annually! 
Ios ANGELES, Oct. 26.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.] For some 


sional suggestion of something better 
than an annual collection of State and 
county taxes. Heretofore I did not 
know that this amounted to anythin 
more than a suggestion—an experi- 
ment—which, while attractive in 
theory, might prove . in practice. 
Now, however, 1 learn that the same 
thing has been tried in Ohio for 
twenty years or more past, and found 
to be so beneficial that the people of 
that State would by no means abandon 
it. They collect taxes semi-annually, 
in December and June, and the ad- 
vantages are many: 

First—It saves the taxpayer the dis- 
bursement of all his annual tax at 
once, letting him off for six months 
with half of it, thereby leaving him 
the other half for the other necessary 
expenses incidental to the holiday 
season. 

Second—It saves the locking up, and 
consequent withdrawal from circula- 
tion, of that proportion—say in this 
county half a million dollars—of the 
State and county taxes that are now 
arbitrarily cailed in, sent to Sacra- 
mento, and there locked up in the State 
vaults, thereby absolutely retiring 
from circulation that much of the 
people’s money that ought to be out 
and doing goes. 

Third—It saves the financial strain 
incident to raising this money all at 
once, instead of raising it halfata 
time, as it might be. 

Fourth—It saves the rush and con- 
fusion of receiving it all at once at the 
Tax-coilector’s office, and, presumably, 
a great part of the extra clerk hire and 
expense of that occasion. 

There are many other points of ad- 
that might be adduced. 
are any objections 

know them, and 
shall be glad to hear them. 
The fact that the great State of Ohio 
bas found this plan desirable in its 
workings, and that it would not now 
willingly go back to the old way of

SOMETHING TO EAT 
PLENTY OF IT. 


AND 


Sensible Hints and Recipes for the 
Houschold—Dishes That Will De- 
light the Inner Man—The Home 
Table—Notes. 


Ido not propose to talk much this 
week, for I have run across a lot of 
sensible hints and recipes for house- 
keepers, and I am inclined to give 
them to you nearly in full. Let Susie 
and Grace und Mabel go into the kitchen 
some Saturday, roll up their sleeves 
from off their white, dimpled arms, 
and see if they cannot spend a delight- 
ful half day in concocting dishes that 
shall delight the inner man. That 
must be soethed and comforted and 
fed, if you would have happiness and 
full content reign in the domestic 


circle. 

J have some times wished that 
stomachs were not a necessary appen- 
dage of this sublunary state of exist- 
ence; but after all, f they were not, I 
am fear{ul that we should be the loos- 
ers thereby. Just call to mind all the 
pleasant confidences that come so 
naturally when we are enjoying a 
dainty repast. Some of thersweetest 

hings ever breathed in the world 
Shanes voice at table. Then how often 
would papa and mamma sit down with 
all the children about them if it were 
not for this same family dining table? 
Family gatherings would be few and 
far between in some househoids, 1 
fear, did not hunger draw them to- 
gether. 

So blessings on the necessity -for 
eating. Vile up the good things upon 
the table. making sure tirst that they 
are not only appetizing but nourishing 
and wholesome. Go about your cook- 
ing as you would any other duty, and 

lorify it by doing it cheerfully and 
ell. Let “papa” feel that there is no 


table like the home table—none where 


the coffee has quite such excellent 
flavor, where the meat is done to such 
a perfect turn, and where there are so 
many cheerful and loving hearts to 
welcome him. 

But now for these: receipes and 
other suggestions: 

There is not a more luscidus dish 
than a baked quince. Bake it till well 
done, then cut it open, remove the core 
and spre ad it with butter and sugar. 
Eat while hot. 

Snow Drops.—One cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, whites of five eggs, one 
small cup of milk, three full cups of 
prepared flower; flavor with vanilla 
and nutmeg; bake in small round tins. 
Those in shape of fluted shelis are very 
pretty. 

Clam Soup.—Boit a shank of veal 
several hours in three quarts of water, 
strain off the liquor and boil one cup 
of rice ip it. About twenty minutes 
before dinner time add, with their 
juice,..15 clams, chopped fine; season 
to taste. No milk should be used. 

Thoroughly aired milk will keep 
much longer than ice-cooled milk, for 
as soon as the influence of the ice is 

removed and the temperature goes u 
the germs that produce lactic aci 
manifest themselves at once and the 
milk sours very quickly; and even when 

milk is cooled it should first be given 
a thorough aeration.

part one cup sugar, one-half cup but- 
ter, whites of four eggs, one-third cup 
sweet milk, — teaspoon soda,

Black Fruit Cake.—One pound each 
of butter, sugar, flour, almonds and cit- 
ron; two pounds each of raisins and cur- 
ranis; one dozen eggs, one teaspoonful 
mace, one tablespoonful of cinnamon, 
one nutmeg, a wineglass each of brandy 
and wine; cut up the fruit, not too 
fine, roll in flour to separate it, and 
beat it into the eggs after they have 
been beaten perfectly light. Cream 
the butter and sugar together and add 
to the eggs, etc., stir in the flour 
lightly and bake for three hours ina 
moderate oveu, or until well done, 
which can be told by trying with a fine 
knitting-needle or broom splint. One- 
half this recipe makes a good-sized 

e. 

How to Cook Bananas.—Peel rather 
green bananas, rub them over witha 
split lemon, place in a pan, with red 
wine poured over them until it stands 
three-quarters of an inch deep. Drop 
in six cloves and a few sticks of cinna- 
mon, three tablespoonfuls of granu- 
lated sugar and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, cut in bits. Bake in a quick oven 
until light brown. This is the most 
delicious way of cooking bananas. 

For a good clothes-cleaner, roll a 
strip ofcloth a few inches wide over 
and over, very tightly, until there is a 
roll as large as a broomstick, sew 
down firmly on the sides, trim the ends 
evenly.

OUR VISITORS. 


THE SENATORIAL PARTY'S TRIP 
TO PASADERA. 


Some Facts About the Distin- 
guished Guests —Incidents in 
Four Political Lives — Frye, 
“Hearst, Stanford, Waterman. 


Every young man has at some time, 
or should have, an ambition to dis- 
tinguish himself as a statesman. To 
follow this out, many take up the 
study of law; others plunge immedi- 
ately into political life; many hear the 
buzzing of the bee about their bonnets, 
but few reach the goal of their desires, 
and those who are fortunate generally 
attain it late in life. 

The gentlemen who have recently 
honored us by a visit are all men dis- 
tinguished in some way. Senator va 
isthe peer of any statesman in the 
country, and is recognized as repre- 
senting Presidential timber, though 
he has always been more or 
less handicapped, to use a common 
expression, by Mr. Blaine of his State. 
Mr. Frye is a man of high intellectual 
talents, a brilliant jurist, and an orator 
of high rank. The writer well remem- 
bers years ago hearing him at Wash- 
ington when Blaine, Butler, Lamar. 
Banks, Conger and Ben Hill were all 
in the Lower House. His biting sar- 
casm and vigorous powers of debate 
made him prominent in this galaxy of 
genius. Senator Frye is a grandson 
of Joseph Frye, a Revolutionary hero. 
He was born in 1830, and graduated 
from Bowdoin in 1850. In 1861 we 
find him a member of the 
Legislature, and in 1867 he was 
a Lincoln elector, Mayor of 
Lewiston in 1867-69. From here he 
passed into Congress, and was re- 
elected six times, going into the Senate 
in 1881 to fill the vacancy caused bythe 
resignation of Blaine. Reslected 
again, he stands a prominent figure; a 
* Presidential candidate. He 

as paid especial attention to the fish- 
eries, the general awards, and in com- 
mercial legislation of all kinds. Since 
1872 he has been a member of the Re- 

ublican National Committee, and 

as always been a warm supporter of 
Blaine. Senator Frye is an D. and 
a trustee of Bowdoin. 

Robert Whitney Waterman, the 
Governor ef the State, who came with 
the party, has had equally as active a 
life. Born in 1826, in New York State, 
we find him at 20 a clerk in a store in 
Sycamore, II., and in 1846 he was a 
merchant in business for himself. His 
first political position was as post- 
master of Genoa, III. This was in the 
famous 49, and in 1850, being unable 
to resist the mining fever, he came to 
California and engaged in mining on 
the Feather River. ring of this, he 
returned East, and in 1853, when 
Frye was beginning his career in 
the ears. he was publishiag 
the Wilmington (III.) Independent. 
Thenext year he became ad to 
the famous 


convention at Blooming- 


ton, III., that gave the name to the Re- 
Here he formed 

endships with Lincoln, David Davis, 
Lyman mbull and Richard Yates, 
and in 1856 teok a Vigorous hand in the 
Fremont campaign, in which Gov. 
Sheldon of Pasadena was a delegate. 
In 1858 he became engaged in the Sen- 
atorial fight between Douglass and 
Lincoln, gaining much valuable polit- 
ical experlence. 

In 1873 Gov. Waterman came to 
Southern California and made his 
home in San Bernardino county. Here 
he was extremely fortunate in discov- 
ering ore in what is now known as the 
Calico mining district, and his a 
— 4 has, it is generally believed, 
made him several times a millionaire. 
In 1886 he was the Republican candi- 
date for Lieutenant-Governor, ang was 
elected, and at the death of Gov. Bart- 
lett in 1887 took the executive chair. 
‘He is thorougly identified with the in- 
terests of Southern California, is an 
extensive ranch and mine owner, presi- 
dent of the San Diego and Eastern 
Railroad, etc. . 

Senator George Hearst came to Cali- 
fornia overland the same year with 
v. Waterman, hailing from Frank- 
lin county, Mo., where he was born in 
He was a farmer’s boy previous 
to this, but in California he became a 
member of the mining firm of Hearst, 
Haggin, Tevis& Co. Speculative min- 
ing was their specialty, and they were 
the largest private mine-owners in the 
country for some years. Senator 
Hearst became a skilled prospector, 
and is identified with the advance of 
the science of mining on this coast. He 
ame a ranch-owner, acquired large 
the Examiner. one 
of the leading papers of the coast, and 
now has interests in all directions and 
is an extremely wealthy man. In 1865 
he was a member of the Legislature, 
received the vote of the Democratic 
minority in the Legislature for United 
States Senator in 1886, and was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Stoneman to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Senator 
Miller; so he took his seat in 1886, and 
was reslected. Senator Hearst is a 
man of wide experience in business 
matters, and one of the wealthiest men 
in the State. 

Senator Leland Stanford, another 
prominent member of this Pasadena 
per. was also brought up on a farm, 

n the valley of the Mohawk, N. 
Y. When he was about 20 years 
old he angen the study of law, and 
commenced to practice law at Port 
Washington in 1849. Two years later, 
or in 1852, which is about the Cali- 
fornia turning point with all those 
Californians, he started west, the loss 
of his law library and other property 
being one incentive. 

He began mining in Michigan Bluff, 
Placer county, and in 1856 he went to 
San Francisco, engaging in the mer- 

which has resulted in 

a fortune estimated by some as high as 
,000,000. Mr. Stanford made his 
first political move in 1860 as a dele- 
gate tothe Chicago convention that 
nominated Lincoln. He became inter- 
ested in railroads, early seeing their 
value to this coast, and in 1861 became 
the president of the Central Pacific. In 
this year he was elected Governor of the 
State, serving until 1863. He bas 
made his mark in every position he has 
had. He gave his personal supervision 
to the Pacific road, bringing it over the 
mountains and building 530 miles in 
293 days. His interests in ranches, 
stock, etc., are valuable and far-reach- 
ing. In 1885 he was elected to the 
United States Senate, where he still is. 
The death of his only son was a sad 
blow, and in his memory he has erected 
the noblest monument ever conceived 
for such a purpose in this 


or any country, namely, the Leland 


Stanford ag niversity. For this 


purpose Mr. nford gave the State 
of California $20,000, the col- 


lege to be built at Palo Alto. The 
curriculum will include besides the or- 
dinary studies instruction in every 
possible branch that may or will be of 
use to young men who seek the highest 
intellectual standard in life. The uni- 
versity will uate the civil engineer, 
the tel ph operator, mining expert, 
naturalist, farmer or journalist; in 
fact, embraces in its walls all that is 
found among the colleges of the world, 
and its value as a factor in the develop- 
ment of intellectual California cannot 
be estimated today. 

The corner-stone of the university 
was laid May 14, 1887, and the build- 
ings are well under way. A part of 
the vast sum mentioned is the Stanford 
estate at Vina, Tehama county. Here 
is possibly the largest vineyard in the 
world, embracing over 30,000 acres.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


W. E. AR BEFORE THE 


COUNOIL IN ITS BEHALF. 


Theo Prospects of It Being Completed 
—The Outstanding Indebtedness 
—Views of the Members of the 

Council—Speedy Action To Be 
Taken. 


For several months W. E. Arthur, 
at the request of the directors, has 
been looking into the library question. 
Saturday afternoon he appeared before 
the City Council to present the situa- 
tion to them, and ask the Council to 
take steps toward conveying the 
library to the city. He stated that he 


represented the Pasadena Library and 


Village Improvement Society, and also 
the 20 gentlemen who signed the $6000- 
note one year ago to raise money to 
pay off mechanics’ liens against the 
new Library building. The interests 
of these two bodies were the same. 
They wanted to turn their property 
over to the city, and be relieved of 
their indebtedness. The 20 signers 
of the $6000-note are among our repre- 
sentative citizens, who assumed the 
burden out of the highest motives in 
order to save the library property at a 
time when it hadtohave money. If 
they had stood back a year ago we 
should have had no Library building 
today to offer the city. They saved it 
once. The city must do it now and 
finally. They took a trust deed to the 
old Library building, on Dayton street, 
as security, and are willing to surren- 
der that to the city. 

The Library Sociéty is in debt about 
$700. If the city will assume that, 
they will turn over to the city all their 
property, including books and interest 
in the new Library building. To se- 
cure a deed to this it would be neces- 
sary to redeem it from the $1500 judg- 
ment and finish the building according 
to the contract with Charies Legge. 
This would approximatoly, 
$3000. This would sum up a total ex- 

nditure in the neighborhood of 
811.200, in return for which the city 
would receive the old library property, 
the new Library..building completed 
and all books, furniture, etc. 

At this point Mr. Arthur was inter- 
rupted by Chairman Throop, who sug- 
gested that this was a matter of such 
importance that it should be thor- 
oughly investigated by the Council, 
sitting as a Committee of the Whole, 
stating at the same time that Mr. 
Arthur might feel very much encour- 

. Accordingly it was so ordered, 
and next Tuesday afternoon fixed as 
the time for a meeting. Councilman 
McLean asked con g some legal 

ints in connection with the transfer, 

ut Mr. Arthur and the City Attorney 

agreed that there need be nothing of 
that kind in the ey. 8 

Mr. Townsend said that perhaps the 
attorney would like to know how the 
Council felt about the matter, and that 
he, for one, was heartily in favor of the 
project, and favored doingitwell. He 
would ask the citizens of Pasadena to 
vote $20,000 of bonds with which to 
pa for this property, and have enough 

eft to stock it with books sufficient to 
make a first-class start for a 
library that would be an everlas 
ing credit to the city. These bonds 
could be on long time and he believed 
more than four-fifths of the voters 
would favorit. McLean and Young 
both indorsed this idea very strongly, 
while Chairman Throop sta that he 
knewa man who would buy these 
bonds at once. If necessary he 
(Throop) would go to Chicago and 
mortgage his property and put up the 
money himself rather than see the li- 
brary lost to the city. 

Altogether a very strong feeling was 
developed in favor of the city's owning 
and controlling the library. All inter- 
ested parties are agreed except Mr. 
Legge, who has not yet returned from 
Enrope. It may be necessary to ask an 
extension of time from him beyond 
January Ist to complete the contract, 
but no trouble is anticipated on that 
score. If this arrangement is made the 
library would be under the control of a 
board of five trustees appointed by the 
City Council.
